Stephens on Webitor. 


A Washington letter to the Chicago 


News reports the Hon. Alexander H. 
Stephens as saying: "I think Webster 
was the worst slandered man I ever knew. 
It is the general impression in the coun- 
try to-day that Webster was a great 
drunkard. You hear it spoken of even 
now whenever his name is mentioned, 
but it is an outrageous slander. 


I will tell you what I know myself. 


For six years while we were both in 
congress, I lived next door to him. His 
house was as familiar to me as was my 
own garden. I was in there a great deal, 
and he was as often in mine, and, in all 
the time of my acquaintance with'him 
I never saw Webster when he was in the 
least affected by liquor, or under the in- 
fluence o£ it in any way. I have dined 
with him at his house and at mine; have 
met him at dinners and affairs outside 
and I never saw him in the least inebri- 
ated. I never heard of his being intoxi- 
cated but twice, and on one of those ac- 
cassions—a dinner—he was said to have 
made a speech that was grandly eloquent. 
He was, as I say, one of the worst sland- 
ered man I ever knew. Why, a friend 
told me once that he Lad known Webster 
for twenty years, and in all that time he 
never saw him intoxicated."
